the time during which such disability shall continue,
shall not be deemed any portion of the time in this chap-
ter limited for the commencement of such action, or the
making of such entry or defense; but such action may

be commenced, or entry or defense made after the time
limited, and within five years safter the disability shall
cease, or after the death of the person entitled, who
shall die under such disability ; but such action shall
not be commenced, or entry or defense made after that
period.
